No Limit to Money Involved.

They can pick something out 
‘of the newspapers every day on which 
say is true, that it 10 libel just to say 
something about this crowd ‘which 
brings them into contempt. 

“ So there is no Umit on the amount 
of money that might be involyed. In 
the court the most the de- 
fendant could be punished would be by

> Be Pearl Features of the Past. 
Wulle a resident of Chicago, Mrs. 
la Peart was involved in many mat- 
ters in which the police took an in- 
terest. The stories range through a!- 
leged attempts at blackmail, kicnap- 
ing, assaults, and resisting police with 
revolvers to the central interest in the 
suit brought by her husband against 
Adrian C. Honoré, brother of the late 
Mrs. Potter Palmer, for alienation of 
her affections. 

Once a bareback rider in a circus, 
she married the circus owner, James 
H. La Pearl, quit the sawdust ring, and 
became the show’s cashier. After sev- 
éral years La Pear! sold out and moved 
to Chicago, residing in an apartment 
on North Ea Salle street, owned by 
the Palmer estate, of which Mr. Honoré 
was manager. 

A year later, in 1909, La Pearl filed 
suit for $50,000 against Mr. Honoré, 
alleging that he had alienated Mrs. 
La Pearl's affections, with the uid of 
automobiles, fine wines, and gifts. The 
case was settled out of court and La 
Pearl and his wife left Chicago, but 
reappeared in the courts here a year 
later and were divorced.

MOLTING PERIOD IS TIME TO 


PICK GOOD LAYERS. 


Molting season is now on in the poul- 
try yard. Some hens molt early in the 
fall, while others do not shed their 
feathers until winter. The shedding of 
feathers and the growing of new plum - 
age has an important bearing on the 
production of eggs. Hens that molt 
early are not usually good layers, and 
most good poultrymen eliminate them. 

There are some poultry keepers who 
have so little use for early molting 
hens that if they have their new coats 
fully developed by the last of Septem- 
ber they sell them. 

Expert poultrymen say hens do not 
molt and lay at the same time. This 
does not mean that birds do not lay 


| while their coat is developing, for they 


do grow feathers and lay, but do not 
drop them and lay. Some hens are 
not able to renew their feathers under 
100 days, and it takes the average hen 
about three months. 

Hens that take a long time to molt
